More Serious News: from Poland and Lithuania, 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. 


The Danish Consul, who has returned from a tour of inspection in Poland 
and -Lithuania, has declared that “the dogs in Denmark are generally better 
supplied with food than the average Jew in the occupied provinces, 

At Warsaw and Lodz the number of deaths among the Jewish population is 
‘so large that the dead are buried throughout the day and night. In some places 
in Poland it is impossible even to bity all the Jewish dead. 

Though the economic situation in Russia is extremely bad, and the Jews 
require funds for their own wart sufferers and victims of the recent pogroms, the 
heartrending news from Poland and Lithuania prompted the Jewish communities 


in many Russian towns to form committees to obtain help for their brethren in 
those provinces. 


The following report from an eyewitness deals with the treatment of the Jews 
of Lithuania by ‘the Germans who came to liberate that province :-— 


In order to raise money to pay for the cost of the army of occupation in a- 


very poor country the Germans turned their attention to the Jews. . They promul- 
gated a bewildering mass of laws, rules and regulations, to be complied with under 
threat of heavy-fines. 
only in German and Lithuanian, of which the Jews are mostly ignorant. Soon 
nearly every Jew founc he had broken some kind of regulation, and was glad to 
be allowed to pay a fine in lieu of imprisonment. Then, as the Jews are really 
poor, they found their scanty stock of this world’s gaods being sold by auction to 
German buyers. Thousands of famities sold’their clothesand bedding to the last 
pillow. The procéeds were stiil insufficient, and the German authorities hit upon 


the idea of making the communities responsible for the additional*fines. This ©

Mr. Pere us Marcus Hertzberg passed away here on the 11th December in 
his 65th-year. Mr. Hertzberg was born in Hammerstein (Prussia), and migrated: 
to Queensland when barely fifteen years old. He entered his uncle's business, 
and subsegently founded the firm of A. M. Hertzberg and Co.

Of special interest .is the following narrative in view of the reference therein 


to the late Lieut. S. Benzecry :—Further west, the enemy's advance broke upon the - 


17th Battalion Royal Fusiliers, 2nd Division, which was in the actof withdrawing 


from an advanced sap and trench, judged too exposed to be maintained in the face 


of so powerful an attack. Owing to the eaemy being concealed in some dead 
ground, the attack developed with unexpected speed, and the company bolding 
the advanced position was ordered to leave a rearguard to cover the withdrawal 
of the remainder. Captain W. N Stone, who was in command of the company, 
sent back three platoons, and himself elected to remain with the rearguard, 
together with Lieutenant Benzecry. This rearguard, assisted by our machine- 
guns, held off the whole of the German attack until the main position of the 17th 
Battalion Royal Fusiliers was fully organised, and they died toa man with their 
faces to the enemy. 

It is impossible to auke: comparisons in an action such as was fought on this 
day, in which so many glorious deeds were performed, but the report of the 
offiter commanding the 17th Battalion Royal Fusiliers concerning this incident 
adds distinction to the history of the regiment, and will be remembered as a 
devoted example of the greatest of all sacrifices, It runs: 

Of the heroism of the rearguard it is difficult ‘to speak. Capt. Stone and Lieut, 
Benzecry, although ordered to withdraw to the main line, elected to remain with tho 
rearguard. The rearguard was seen fighting with bayonet, bullet, and bomb to the last 


Capt. Stone, by his invaluable information as to the movements 
of the enemy prior to the attack, and his subsequent sacrifice with the rearguard, saved 


the situation at the cost of his life, Lieut. Benzecry was seen to: be wounded in the 
head. He continued to fight until he was killed.

THE QUESTION OF departments of the Ministry of Food in London to urge 
SPECIAL FOOD RATIONS, action on the question of Jewish supplies, - The deputa- 
tion first interviewed the Director of the Local Ration- 
ing Schemes, and the following recommendations were put before the Ministry :— 
With regard to meat, the Jewish population should be privileged to obtain meat for 
four coupons instead of three, in view of the limited sources from which Jews could 
draw their supplies. Further, the Ministry of Food, with a view to ensuring equality of 
supply, should advise Gentile consumers not to register at kosher butcher shops. 
With regard to oil, it was recommended that a supply of 4 lb, per head per week should 
be distributed, prices be fixed, and steps be taken to compel distribution where oil is 
being held up (local food committees have the power to distribute oil in their districts). 
With regard to margarine, it was recommended that provision for the making of kosher 
margarine be made through one or more factories, in which there should be an 
ecclesiastical supervisor. 
The Executive Officer of the Flour and Bread Committee was interviewed 
It was decided that the Ministry should 
advise the bakers that they must not exceed the price for matzos which they 
had supplied to the Ministry, and the bakers must instruct their retailers that 
they must charge no more than 1d. per: Ib. above the prices charged by the 
bakers.

, The popular painter of Jewish scenes, M. Alphonse Livy, died 1 February 
2nd at Algiers, where he was in the habit of spending every winter. Born in: 
Alsace in the year 1843, he came while still young to Paris; where le studied - 
painting in the atelier of Gérdéme. There he became the comrade of Carolus 
Duran and other artists who have become famou;, Instead of devoting himsel/ 
to genre painting, his intense Jewish sentiments impelled him to devote his talents 
to depicting types and customs of Alsatian Jewry both in the honie and in the 
synagogue, which had struck his youthful imagination. For close upon halfa 
century M, Lévy placed.at the service of this subject, of which. he was the creator 
in France, the resources of an original talent and unceasing labour.
